Case Again 
in Litigation 


Interior Department 


Asks for Appeal to 


U. S. Supreme Court 


Litigation over Indian lands in 
Palm Springs is not yet at an end 
and the right of Lee Arenas to 
94 acres of valuable property 
here is still not settled. 
According to W ashington dis­ 
patches. fu rth er debate over title 
to the land is in prospect. The 
Interior departm ent 
has asked 
the D epartm ent of Justice to take 
an appeal from the U. S. Circuit 
C ourt of A ppeals land decision to 
I the United States Suprem e court. 


I 
DECISION of the A ppeals court 
in 
San Francisco gave A renas 
title to 94 acres of valuable lands 
on the local reservation follow ­ 
ing years of litigation. The de­ 
cision set off a series of m istaken 
stories and cartoons all over the 
nation setting forth that 
"Palm 
Springs had been given back to 
the Indians.” 
Leading Village officials saw 
in the verdict, however, benefit 
to Palm Springs instead of loss. 
If the Indians had clear title to 
their land, it was pointed out, 
the opportunity to im prove the 
acreage in conformity w ith the 
rest of the Village, was bright. 


HOWEVER, the Interior De­ 
partm ents’ action over the w eek­ 
end. brought the prospect of fu r­ 
ther litigation to halt, for the 
present, at least, A renas' con­ 
tem plation of 94 acres of land 
as his own. 
Felix S. Cohen, acting solicitor 
for the Interior D epartm ent, said 
the San Francisco decision was 
contrary to tw o other decisions 
bv the same court.

Coombs had planned to return 
long before th at hour. 
About 15 m inutes later Mrs. 
R. R. D unlap, called the police 
to report w hat she thought was 
a signal fire, blazing above T a­ 
hquitz falls. W ithin an hour the 
searching p arty headed into the 
canyon. 


IT WAS at 3:57 a.m. that Chief 
K ettm ann radioed th at the party 
was out of the m ountains and 
at the police car.
